The Belknap County Delegation met in room 317 of 
the State House at 10 A. M. Representatives Rollins, Little, 
Adams, White, Hunt, Edgerly, Guay, Hoyt, Dickson, New- 
ell, Sanders, Helms, and Elsie Smith were present. A half- 
hour hearing was held first, followed by an Executive Ses- 
sion. 

Chairman Oscar Hoyt called the hearing to order 
stating that the object of the meeting was the appropriation 
of money to carry on the work of the County Extension 
Service. 

Mr. Joseph Bodwell of Sanbornton, President of the 
Extension Service, representing the Belknap, County Farm 
Bureau, explained the three departments of this service as 
follows: Agriculture, which has Mr. Royal Smith as its 
Agent; Home Demonstration in charge of Miss Gray; and 
the 4-H group with an enrollment of around 500 young 
people in charge of Mrs. Weston while Mr. Wilson has a 
year’s leave of absence. Pres. Bodwell asked that the Coun- 
ty appropriate, as in years past, the amount of $5,400.00 to 
carry on this work for each of the two years 1937 and 
1938. This is $1,800.00 for each agent in our County. Mr. 
Bodwell stated that this amount is matched by State and 
Federal funds but if the County fails or drops off any 
amount on any of these $1,800.00 units, the County might 
lose one of its agents. In other words, $1,800.00 per year 
per unit is the minimum amount which the State and Fed- 
eral Governments will match. 

County Agent, Mr. Royal Smith, explained how this 
$5,400.00 was used (plus an equal amount from State and 


er. es eee 
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Federal funds). On a salary basis of $2,200.00 for each 
of the three agents, this leaves $1,400.00 for each agent 
toward expenses. Expenses include stenographer, rent and 
heat of office, travelling expenses, office supplies, etc. 

Mr. Arthur Rollins, ex-president of the County Farm 
Bureau, spoke in behalf of the appropriation. 

Mrs. Varney of Gilford representing the women’s 
branch of the Extension Work stated that all three depart- 
ments were very necessary. 

After a questioning period, Chairman Hoyt closed the 
hearing and immediately called an Executive Session. 

Rep. Alfred Guay of Laconia moved that Belknap 
County appropriate $5,400.00 for each of the two years 1937 
and 1938 for the Extension Service. This was seconded by 
Rep. Chas. F. Helms of Sanbornton. After discussion, the 
motion was unanimously carried. 

The meeting adjourned at 10:55 A. M.

The Belknap County Delegation met in the County 
Court House at 10 A. M. Chairman Oscar Hoyt called the 
meeting to order in the County Commissioners’ room. The 
three County Commissioners, Messrs. John Morrison, 
Joseph Smith, and Arthur Rollins were present. Copies of 
the proposed County budge: were presented but its dis- 
cussion was left for the afternoon. 

In the absence of Mr. Hayford, County Treasurer, 
who was ill, Commissioner Joseph Smith tried to give the 
treasurer’s ideas in submitting the budget. He said _ the 
delegation usually raised two-thirds of what the budget 
called for and at the end of the year this shortage had to 
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be taken care of by bonds. This bond issue increases each 
year. It is very poor business to raise less than what the 
actual cost each year is. We should live within our income. 

Rep. Frederick Tilton and Rep. Normandin were called 
on to describe the crowded conditions in the vaults of the 
Probate Office, the Register of Deeds Office, and the Clerk 
of Court’s Office. It was estimated that it would cost $1,- 
500.00 for a temporary alleviation of this crowded condi- 
tion. This would necessitate further changes in three years. 
It was pointed out that something must be done immediate- 
ly and it would be desirable to appoint a Committee to study 
the situation and look into the matter of an addition to the 
Court House building. 7 

This meeting adjourned at 10:30 to inspect the crowded 
vaults and the Court House and then to go to the County 
Farm. 

At 12:30 dinner was served at the County Farm to 
20 Representatives, 3 County Commissioners, and 6 guests. 
Mr. Hartford, Supt. of the County Farm, and Mrs. Hart- 
ford provided a bountiful dinner. Our appreciation was man- 
ifested by a rising vote, which was unanimous. 

The following Representatives were present; Charles 
Rollins, Adams, White, Hunt, Edgerly, O’Shan, Tarlson, 
Guay, Normandin, Elmer Tilton, Frederick Tilton, Hoyt, 
Cantin, Dickson, Newell, Sanders, Martin, Small, Smith 
and Helms. . 

Directly after dinner, at 1:40, Chairman Hoyt called 
the meeting to order. Mr. John Morrison, Chairman of the 
County Commissioners, presented the proposed County 
budget. Every item was read and explained. Opportunity 
was given for questions and discussion. The total indebted- 
nes of the County, was given as $292,000.. 

A motion was made by Mr. Guay, seconded by Mr. Til- 
ton, that a committee be appointed to confer with the County 
Commissioners in regard to this budget and report to the 
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Delegation. The vote was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Elmer Tilton moved that we go into Executive 
Session at once. This motion prevailed and at 2:40 the 
representatives met in Executive Session.

Chairman Hoyt appointed the following committee to 
study the budget and report to the delegation: Frederick 
Tilton, Elmer Tilton, Ernest Small, Fortunat Normandin.

Mr. Hoyt also appoimted another committee to study 
the question of Shore Lots and Lumber as follows; Charles 
Rollins, Roy Edgerly, and Charles Helms. 

The matter of a $150,009.00 bond issue was presented. 
Mr. Guay informed us that in November 1936, at a special 
session of the previous County Delegation such a bond issue 
was voted but as this vote was declared illegal, the mat- 
ter remained for this present Delegation to handle. Short 
term notes had to be made by the County Commissioners 
in anticipation of this bond issue. The clerk read a Bill 
which Chairman Hoyt proposed to introduce to the State 
Legislature covering the issuance of bonds up to $150,- 

00.00. 
A motion was made by Mr. Guay, and seconded by 
Mr. Small, that we authorize the issuance of bonds un to 
$150,000.00. The vote was carried unanimously. The feel- 
ing of the meeting was that there was no alternative and 
such a vote was necessary BUT the County must now make 
a start toward a “(Pay as you go” basis. 

The Executive Session adiourned at 3.30 P. M. 

Before leaving the County Farm, Commissioner Rollins 
informed us of a request of the University of New Hamp- 
shire to build a Club House near the County Ski Project. 
Blue print of the Ski Project and plans for such a Club 
House were shown. It was suggested that the County could 
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give the University of New Hampshire a free grant of the 
lot (less than 3 acres) with the understanding that they 
build a house at a cost not less than $10,000, this property 
to be on the same restrictions as the University of New 
Hampshire.

The Belknap County delegation met in room 317 of 
the State House at 10 A. M. Representatives Rollins, Little, 
Adams, White, Hunt, Edgerly, O’Shan, Tarlson, Guay, EI- 
mer Tilton, Hoyt, Dickson, Newell, Sanders, Helms, and 
Mrs. Elsie Smith were present. County Commissioners 
John Morrison, Joseph Smith, and Fred Friend as well 
as the past Commissioner Arthur Rollins were also present. 

Chairman Oscar Hoyt called the meeting to order and 
submitted the matter of appropriations for the County ski 
project. He stated that the Federal Government is pre- 
pared to appropriate $174,000.00 for three years. Belknap 
County’s total amount for three years to be appropriated is 
$108,000.00, but this delegation is asked to appropriate 
$36,784.34 for each of the years 1937 and 1938 or a total of 
$73,568.68. 

Commissioner Joseph Smith told us that up to May 30, 
1937, the Federal Government had spent $341,000.63 on our 
County ski project and Belknap County has spent $72,- 
718.43 making a total spent by June 1, 1937, of $413.719.06. 
Comm. Smith explained that the County had spent only 
21.3% of the total amount spent on the projector in 
other words, the Federal Government has paid out a little 
over $4.00 for every dollar that the County has put in. 
Practically all was spent for labor. The average number of 
men working from April 28 to May 25, 1937, was 70 Coun- 
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ty men per day and approximately 35 nien from the City,— 
making a total of 105 men at a weekly wage of $11.00 with 
a monthly payroll of $4,620.00. There are 5 to 11 trucks at 
work on the project, 7 hrs. a day, 6 days a week, at the 
hourly wage of $1.16, and two teams at $1.00 per hour 
working 7 hrs. a day, 6 days a week. Comm. Smith stated 
that the County Commissioners recommend buying three 
tracts of land, of 40 acres each, belonging to Mr. W. Har- 
ris. This land adjoins the County’s project property. Mr. 
Smith stated that Mr. Harris was asking $3,000 for this 
property but he had given the County a 30-day option of it 
for $2,000. The need of this additional property was ex- 
plained. 

Rep. Elmer Tilton moved that the County Commis- 
sioners be authoried to buy this property at $2,000. ‘This 
motion was seconded by Rep. Guay. Rep. O’Shan presented 
an amendment that, before buying the property, we have 
a public hearing at the Court House and that the public 
be given a chance to be heard. The question of the amend- 
ment was put to a vote. Mr. O’Shan was the only member 
present who favored it and so the arhendment failed. Mr. 
Elmer Tilton’s original motion was put and again the 
only opposition was Mr. O’Shan. The motion to buy the 
property passed, 14 in favor and 1 opposed. 

Rep. Little commended our County Commissioners for 
their diplomacy in handling this matter and in securing the 
option. 

Mention was made that the County. Commissioners 
have applied for a C.C.C. camp to be located on the County 
project. 

Upon motion of Mr. Little, seconded by Mr. O’Shan, 
the meeting adjourned at 11 A. M. with the understanding 
that another meeting would be held after the morning ses- 
sion. ° 

After the meeting adjourned, Rep. Frederick Tilton 
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who was not present at the meeting asked to be recorded 
as being opposed to the purchase of the property which the 
delegation just favored.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Belknap County: 


In compliance with the laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Belknap County _here- 
with present the annual report of County Commissioners, 
Treasurer, Superintendent of the Farm and House of Cor- 
rection, Clerk of Superior Court, Sheriff, Solicitor, Farm 
Physician, Chaplain and Auditors for the year ending 
December 31, 1937. 

The development of the New Belknap Mountains Re- 
creational Area started March Ist, 1935 merely as the Ski 
Jump Project, for the purpose of building a ski jump. Since 
that time this project has developed into the largest recrea- 
tional development in the East, and has been designated by 
officials as the model W.P.A. Project of New England. 

It must be remembered when judging the amount. of 
work done that when first started this area was nothing 
but a vast expanse of rocks and trees on the northeast side 
of Rowe and Gunstock Mountains, with the old “back of the 
mountain” carriage road as the only means of approach. A 
great deal of hard work has been done to build the frame 
work for this development. It must also be realized that 
during the summer months which are best for this type 
of construction nearly all of the men are taken from this 
project and absorbed in private industry, leaving only a 
skeleton crew throughout the best season of the year. Then 
during the winter months, when the production efficiency 
is about one third of normal, the crews are built up to 
three or four times the sizes of their previous summer 
quota, due to seasonal recessions in our private industries. 

This development is of a twofold importance to the 
Citizens of Belknap County. 

First: It provides an opportunity for men_ released 
from industry and in poor financial condition to earn a 
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moderate living by merit of their own effort; thus keeping 
up their civic pride and moral standing until the time comes 
when they can again establish themselves in private indus- 
try. The great value of this opportunity provided for earn- 
ing a living must not be overlooked or underestimated. It 
has been proven by work done that these men are grate- 
ful for this opportunity. The most of them have worked 
hard and cooperated readily in consolidating their efforts to 
turn out a good piece of work. 

Second: Equally important is the fact that Belknap 
County will have, when finished, the most complete winter 
and summer recreation center in the East, consolidated with- 
in an area of 600 acres. 

The Commissioners feel that each step which they have 
taken as pioneers in this new enterprise of recreational de- 
velopment by a county has been justified and firmly believe 
that it will be a worth-while endeavor both for this genera- 
tion and for posterity. Each Citizen of Belknap County 
should be grateful that the Belknap Mountains were chosen 
by W.P.A. officials for the location of a development of 
such proportions. 

The County Farm has also been the scene of much 
activity. The new barns and silos have been built as a 
W.P.A. project which means a great saving to the Coun- 
ty. We believe these buildings are surpassed by none in the 
State. The silos are of cement of 97 tons capacity. The cow 
barn is equipped with 48 stanchions, 3 maternity pens and 
2 calf pens. The hay barn which is connected holds 125 
tons of hay. The horse and young stock barn also con- 
nected with the cow barn has 6 horse stalls, a box stall, 2 
bull pens and a large pen for young stock, grain room, har- 
ness room and bedding room. Connected with the cow barn 
is the milk room as yet unfinished but which will be com- 
plete in all respects. At the rear of the barns is the manure 
shed not quite complete. The barns are equipped with 
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drinking cups, grain carriers, litter carriers, etc. The 48 
stanchions are now filled with Holstein milking cows, heifers 
and steers with several calves in pens. We are on the way 
to having a herd of registered Holsteins and already have 
30 head of pure breds. It was impossible to complete the 
barns during the past season but they are now being used 
and there is money coming from the Federal Government 
sufficient to complete the smail amount of work to be done. 

The buildings used for temporary housing of livestock 
during the construction of the barns have been made into 
a blacksmith and repair shop and store room. Minor repairs 
have been made on the almshouse and all buildings have 
been painted on the outside. ; 

The Commissioners wish to thank Mr. and Mrs. 
Hartford for their untiring efforts in making a pleasant 
home for those residing at the Farm; Mr. Fitzpatric for 
his constant aid and thoughtfulness for the spiritual welfare 
of our people; and town and county officers and all others 
who have given assistance in carrying on the work of 
the County. 

The Commissioners extend to the people of Belknap 
County and to the public in general an invitation to visit 
and inspect the Belknap County Farm. ~

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REPORT OF COUNTY SOLICITOR 


| Jan. 26, 1938 
Commissioners of Belknap County 
Laconia, N. H. 

Gentlemen : 

There have been more criminal matters of a serious 
nature handled by this office since January, 1937 than 
for any other similar period of time since I took office as 
Solicitor. : 

Many of the cases were crimes of a serious nature the 
most important of which was the murder trial of Howard 
Long. This was the first trial of a murderer in Belknap 
County in more than twenty five years and was one of the 
most shocking crimes ever perpetrated in this State. There 
has been much conjecture as to the coSt of the investigation 
and trial of Long and I think you will be glad to know 
that the total expense will probably not exceed four thou- 
sand dollars, which amount when compared to the expense 
of the disposal of such crimes in other Counties and States 
is very small indeed. It was necessary to spend a great 
deal of time in the investigation, preparation, and trial of the 
case and words are not sufficient to praise the excellent 
work of all those connected with it, and I wish to mention 
in particular, Attorney General Cheney, Frederick: D. Elliott, 
George N. Hubbard, Charles E. Dunleavy, Alfred Cooley, 
Herman Olsen, and Roy Page, all of whom by their un- 
selfish cooperation and hard work made the conviction of 
Howard Long possible. 

I have prosecuted all other criminal cases in the local 
Municipal Court throughout the County and have tried six 
persons charged with crimes before juries during the period. 

My office is always open to any person in the County 
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for advice on any criminal or other public matter affecting 


the County of Belknap.

To the Commissioners of Belknap County: 
Gentlemen: | 

In submitting my sixth annual report as Chaplain of 
Belknap ‘County I find myself harking back to the time 
when you asked me to assume the responsible task of car- 
ing for the spiritual needs of those under your care at the 
County Farm. I shall always be grateful for your kind 
cooperation in this difficult work thru these years: and. 
especially for the consideration shown me by former Com- 
missioner Fred R. Weeks whose death we are all lament- 
ing. 

During the year I have endeavored to carry on the work 
as interestingly as possible so that those under my care 
might get some real help and I have been splendidly as- 
sisted by Mr. and Mrs. Hartford and singers and musicians 
from my Belmont church. As you well know the past year 
has brought many hard problems in the care of those in 
the Jail and House of Correction, but on the whole, the 
response has been good. 

There has been about the usual amount of sickness 
and the death rate about the same as last year. We have 
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quite a few old people and they are growing more feeble 
all the time and require much care. I regret that it still 
seems necessary to house so many young men and women, 
boys and girls with the older men and women and I trust 
the day will come when arrangements can be made to place 
them in good homes. 

I still greatly regret the lack of interest by the churches 
of the County in our splendid institution and I feel that 
more interest should be shown by the ministers in this real 
mission work for the poor and unfortunate of our County. 

During the year special meetings were held on Christ- 
mas Day and Easter and as we went about the Jail and 
House ‘of Correction and thru the wards and hospital sing- 
ing and praying with the inmates it was a real joy to see 
the smiles and know that the day was being made a little 
brighter and some of the burdens lifted. It was a blessed 
day for the inmates when the members of the Laconia Chris- 
tian Mission visited the Farm bringing their lovely flowers 
and gifts and their songs of cheer under the leadership 
of Mrs. Ethe! Dinsmore Smith. 

I want again to thank Supt., and Mrs. Hartford for 
their helpfulness in the year past and I feel that we are 
most fortunate in having them at the Farm. 

Trusting that the blessing of God may rest upon you 
and the interests of our County in the trying days, I am,
